A map yet in the full 
vigor of life, of simple tastes and 
habits, in the enjoyment of health, 
wealth and popularity toa reasonable 
degree, passes into eternity without 
an instant’s warning—veritably in the 
twinkling of aneye. The shock and 
surprise are 80 greatasto be beyond 
realization. Mr.Jmmeson had by his 
merits and abilities achieved a very 
satisfactory measure of success in the 
social, business, and political world. 
He was essentially « popular map, 
without being a time server. At. 
times it may have been thought that he 
was not sufficiently pronounced in the 
expression of his views ; but his views 
were always on the side of the develop- 
ment of the west, and the success of 
its people. Originally 2 eonservative, 
he had differed from that party on 
the question of railway monopoly in 
Manitoba. His last public utterance 
delivered before the Winnipeg bosrd 
of trade on the day of his death, was 
in support of British Columbia's right 
to competing railways.

DOUKHOBORS OR CANADIAKS ? 


W. T. Ford, of Swan River, Man., 
writes to the Winnipeg Tribune under 
date of Feb. Ist: 


“During the past year the eyes of 
those looking for new homes have 
been turned to the Swan River Valley 
and during the spring and summer of | 
1898 large numbers of intending set- 
tlers made their way thither, took up 
homesteads and applied for railway 
lands. Some of the choicest land in 
the valley lies in range 29 W. Town- 
ship 35 of this range was surveyed and 
in the market last spring and over half 
the homesteads taken and a large 
amount of railway land applied for by 
British subjects, mostly Canadians. 
They naturally expected that the town- 
ship would soon all be settled by their 
fellow countrymen, and were doing 
what they could to induce intending 
settlers to come there, but now they 
are told that no more Canadians or 
British will be allowed to settle there, 
that the balance of the land in this 
township is reserved for the Doukho- 
bors. Now, Mr. Editor, I ask, is it 
British fair play that Canadian citisens 
and British subjects should be pushed 
aside from their birthright to make 
room for foreigners. . .. . I 
maintain, and I believe the public 
generally will agree with me, that the 
very best class of settlers for Manitoba 
is Canadians and British subjects, and 
they should have the preference if all 
classes are not to betreated alike. It 
is unjust to those who have settled in 
35-29 to surround them with foreigners 
and not allow theirown countrymen 
to settle there. But, sir, this is not 
all. Those who have settled in there 
and improved their places, are being 
served with notices that 35-29 is set 
atide for the Doukhobors and they 
may, if they desire select homesteads 
some place else free of charge. Not a 
word is said about compensation.” 

It is perfectly plain from the fere- 
going letter that the impression desired 
to be created by the friends of in- 
discriminate immigration that the 
questionable immigrants are taking up 
land that Canadians would not take is 
not correct, and further that so far 
from an attempt being made to diaperse 
these immigrants amongst other set- 
tlers so that they may be Canadianized, 
they are being herded together, and 
other people are absolutely prohibited 
from settling among them. It is of 
course taken for granted that the re- 
pert that any people already settled in 
the reserved townships were ordered 
off is a mistake. To give such an 
order would be a great mistake, as it is 
not necessary. They will go fast 
enough of their own accord, if no 
others are allowed to come in.

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An inquest was held by Dr. Braith- 
waite, coroner, at Fort Saskatchewan 
on Thursday, on the body of Leon de 
Miehel, who died at Athabasca Land- 
ing while being brought in from 
Lesser Slave lake by « police patrol. 
From tie evidenee offered it appeared 
that the deceased was one of a party 
ef re bound for the Yukon. 
Apparently he had not got much 
further than Peace River Crossing, 
and in the early winter was noticed 
by the police there as being of an- 
sound mind. He was taken charge 
of for atime, but having apparently 
recovered was allowed to go. He 
stated that he was anxious to to 
Edmonton. He arrived at r 
Slave lake all right. Some time 
afterwards he was found in the Swan 
hills, this side of Lesser Slave lake, by 
Mr. Dykeman, who lives at Swan 
river, near the lake. When found he 
had been badly frosen. Dykeman 
took him to his house and afterwards 
to the Roman Catholic mission at 
Lesser Slave lake, Dr. Tulloch, who is 
living at Slave lake, was ealled in and 
did what he could for him. Shortly 
afterwards Michel became violent and 
the mission authorities had to hand 
him over to the poliee for safe keep- 
i The police decided that they 
had better bring him to Edmonton. 
Const. Field brought him to the 
Landing in four and a half days from 
Slave lake, reaching there on the 
afternoon of Friday, the 17th. Every 
effort had been made to provide for his 
comfort, but he was very obstreperous. 
He died shortly after reaching the 
Landing. The body was brought on 
to Fort Saskatehewan, and the inquest 
held as stated. The jury found that 
death had resulted from exposure 
‘undergone while in a state of insanity. 
The body was buried in the Roman 
Catholie cemetery at Fort Saskatehe- 
wan, pending final instructions from 
the wife of deceased, who resides at 
Peoria, Ill. The deceased was not 
short of money as he had some cash 


when he died. 


INTERIOR B. C. 


C. D. Algar, formerly of Edmonton, 
and more recently of Ponoka, writes to 
the Butierm from Notch Hill, B. C. 


Eprror BuLustix. 


I theught I would drop you a few 
lines to let my old acquaintances 
know through your paper that I am 
passing the winter in british Columbia, 
and that eo far the change of climate 
has been very good, as far as my health 
is concerned. The weather here has 
been much warmer thanin the Battle 
river country. The lowest temperature 
so far was 12 below zero, which was 
on Feb. 6th. Fruits of ail kinds grow 
to perfection here, and the lakes are 
full of very good fish. There has been 
so much written about the mineral 
deposits in this province that a passing 
word is all I will say, as my persenal 
experience as a prospector is limited. 
However, I located some claims on the 
north side of Shushwap lake, in con- 
nection with two other parties. We 
bonded them for a consideration worth 
our time and expenses upon them. 

As a home foz the many, to give you 
my real opinion as far as I can see, 
Alberta is good enough for me for 
many reasons, a few of whieh I give 
below. In the first place it appears to 
me that the taxes are too high, con- 
sidering the advantages of the country 
in the way of roads and in other 
respects. A man who has a homestead 
here has in the first place to pay at 
least $1.00 rer acre. But he does not 
get the timber on hie homestead; so 
he has to pay 12h¢ per cord for his 
wood off his own farm, and 25c per 
cord if he wants to sell a few cords of 
fence rails, building timber or poles. 
In fact none of the timber on his 
homestead is in any way more his than 
his neighbors’, who can buy it from 
the government as easily as he can. 
Then he has to pay $3.00 poll tax: 
from $5.00 up for homestead ; $5.00 
for license to prospect ; and $10.00 for 
the privilege of trading in the province. 
All the above taxes are annual taxes, 
anda great many of the farmers in this 
district have only a potato ora garden 
patch ; as it costs as much to take eut 
one stump here as it will cost to break 
160 acres near Ponoka. So I have 
come to the conclusion that by all 
means Alberts has the advantage of 
British Columbia for a man of limited 
means to meke a start with. This 
place is about twelve years old, 
and there is no possible way to get in 
or out but by the railroad, to the west. 
From all I can see and hear the labor- 
ing man is just used for the advantage 
of the government and the monopolist. 

A very sad accident took place last 

Friday morning when No. 1, Pasific, 
was coming up the grade. Halt a 
mile east of the station she struck a 
young man who was on the track going 
to the lumber eamp three miles east of 
here. It appears that he was thrown 
across the rail umd pushed up to the 
switch, where his knee got caught 
between the rails. The wheels of the 
cars passed over the leg cutting it off. 
A few men who got off the express saw 
him, and sup he was drunk. 
They made an effort to get a light and 
investigate the affair, but without 
success it being two o'clock a. m., and 
being strangers the poor fellow was left 
to bleed to death. He was found next 
morning by the section hands quite 
dead. His name was James Dailey, 
supposed to be frem Sing Sing, New 
York, and was about 31 years old. 
His height was about 6 feet 2 inches, 
and t about 180 Ibs.; fair com- 
plexion. Coroner Clarke, of Kam- 
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loops, held an inquest on Saturday and 
the verdict of the jury went to show 
that he had been the worse of liquor ; 
that his death was from injuries recsiv- 
ed by being run over by the engine. 
The body was buried yesterday at 
Notch Hill.
